1* Grallspice 1 was approached by what is presumed to be an. unknown intelli- 
gence organization (not ZIPPER or ODOPAL) by one Gertraud KOESSLER, a young 
Salzburg woman who during, the months; of January had suddenly taken it upon 
hefrself to visit and befriend agent during his wife* s absence. This "be- 
friending" later turned out to be an IS approach. Fearing that this unknown 
organization might be an East block group or a possible kidnap attempt, 
final arrangements were made to have agent leave Salzburg immediately and 
emigrate him to the States, On 4 February agent, wife and daughter with Case 
officer flew via MATS to Washington. D*C, where agent and family were emi- 
grated under Section 8 (See SJM/J+U9)*

[ /^waited in the car but did not observe anything unusual in the 

apartment cunning. Finally at 1545 hours a cab drove up in front of the apart- 
ment building and Grallspice 1 started loading his baggage into the oab. A few 
minute* l»t*r Orallspice 1 left In the cab for the railroad station and ( 3 

and C ^Jfollowed the oab all the way. However about one half the way to the 
railroad station the cab made a slight detour off to the Salsburg Ft nans amt. 

Here Grallspice 1 got out and went into the Finansamt, About five minutes later 
agent cane out again, got into the cab and went to the railroad station. (C.O. 
Motet Grallsplee 1 later told case officer that just as he was leaving the apart- 
neat KOESSLKR telephoned him saying she had to see him about a very Important 
natter. When Grallspice 1 saw her at the Fin&nzaat she said the "Important nat- 
ter" was several^ books which Grallspice 1 had lent her. She urgently asked that 
Grallspice 1 give her his foftrardlng address so she could send the bosks later. 
Grallsplee 1 did not give any address but told K0S3SLER pa would pick up the books 
when ho was in town next. Then R0&3SLER told him of the proverbs "It is good to 
know tbs truth and talk about it, but even better to know the truth and keep 
quiet." With this she iald, "Lebe wohl" and Grallspice 1 returned to the cab.) 
Hero C ~Larked the car about 3 blocks away letting lout and then pro- 
ooodeaen foot to tho railroad station whore he met Grallspice 1 who had already 
checked his baggage and together they walked back on foot to the automobile cheek- 
ing three or four times for possible surveillance. None was detected. £ J 
and Grallspice 1 drove to(^ private residence in Salsburg where Grall- 

spice 1 stayed until the next morning. 




10. At 0800 hours 30 January 1954 ^3 and Grallspice 1 left by auto- 

mobile for Kararaingen, Germany. They picked up agent's baggage which had been 
checked at the railroad station, crossed the Auatro-Qernan border on tho Auto- 
bahn (agent was tak«i across the German border on a way-bill made out in tho 
nano of Edclmamt") and drove to Munich arriving there approximately 1030

8iaoe it was considered inadvisable to arrive in Memmingen In the daylight, ease 
officer and agent spent the 1 Tt njsannp! in T nnfl «b erg and then at about 1700 hours 
proceeded te Meaning en arriving Vem m ||9u!l»% Case officer drove agent 

and his 9 suitcases right to hiClopef * el|| certain that there would be 
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no ••rarity' objection to haring an American ear drir* up to bis house sine* many 
American Anar and State Department ears visited the housing area in which agent 
lived, f _J dropped off agent and baggage and then went to the Hotel Bahn- 

hof where he registered using a false AGO card. On the trip from Munich to Mest- 
■ifisen the left front wheel of the operational vehicle started to shimmy. 

3 took the car to a garage that evening, left it for repairs saying we 

would pick it up ra Tuesday (2 February). This provided a very suitable cover 
story for 3 saving to stay in Menoaingen on Sunday and Monday. 

11. The next morning (31 January) ease officer met agent in a cafe in H«m- 
mlngen at which time agent reported that everything was in order and that his 
wife and daughter would definitely be able to leave on Wednesday for Frankfurt, 

In the meantime they would receive their smallpox vaccinations. mot 

Grallspice 1 daily just to check for any possible flaps or unexpected events. On 
1 February ~ 3 came to Mcomingen and brought (3 3 an amendment 

to Grallspice l’s orders for the military flight which provided for agent and his 
wife to travel without documentation. 

BVEHTa - 2 February to 7 February 1954 

12. On the morning of 3 February at 0700 hours case officer met agent and 

his family with their baggage at a point in^Mesminasn and together they drove on 
to Frankfurt arriving thenar at 1400 hours. (3 3 left Grallspice 1 and his 

family off at the Hotel Victoria in Frankfurt where they registered under true 
name. (Case officer stayed at a hotel about a block away.) Case officer then 
went to FOB where final arrangements were made for case officer* agent and his 
fmsily to board the MATS aircraft the next day for Washington, D.C. These ar- 
rangements, of course, had to be made through liaison channels since agent and 
his family did not have any documentation whatsoever. Another set of orders pro- 
viding for travel without documentation was issued in Frankfurt since the set 
which C ”] brought had been stamped "secret" and hence could act be showed 
freely at the airfield. Case officer returned to Grallspice 1 and hie family re- 
maining with them several hours. It was arranged to pick up agent and his family 
next morning* 4 February 1954* at 1000 hours at the hotel. 



13. On 4 February case officer and another FOB staff member picked up ar- 
gent and his family in an FOB oar and drove rat to Rhino-Main Airfield. Hare 
final confirmation was made for space on the MAT3 plane and customs was clsared. 
(C.0. Mote: Hie sergeant at the military police counter had been tipped off by 
FOB liaison to pass Pachatte and party with no questions asked.) Finally at 
1400 hours Pachatte* agent and family boarded the MATS aircraft and flew to 
Washington* D.C. via Paris and the Asores. The air trip took place without in- 
cident. 



14. C- ~\nd party arrived at Washington’s National Airport on 5 Febru- 
ary at 06 Uj nourfl^ about 3 hours ahead of schedule. Since they arrived so much 
earlier than the scheduled time it was understandable there was no one at the 



airport from Headquarters to meet them. Fortunately, however, the officer at the 
ISdH desk had been tipped off that three aliens without documentation would be 
homing through. The I&N officer passed Grallspice 1 and his family through the 
Shook and put them in the custody of Pachatte until later in the morning when 



they could be registered at the |gdf^ff^oJjii Washington. 
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1 5»C _3th*n took a taxi cab with agent and family in tow and went to 

the Hotel Stradford where he took a single room. Case officer left agent and 
fatally in this room and then went off to KUBARK Headquarter* to try to establish 
contact with someone from SR/ DOB* JD arrived at Headquarter* at about 0900 

hours and got in touch withQ Joffice who in turn put him in 

touch with 3R/DQB. Case officer and Headquarters' staffer returned to the 3t rad- 
ford Hotel, picked up agent, wife and daughter and took them to the I&N offioe in 
the Old Poet Office B u i l d in g in Washington where they were registered. From there 
they were taken to the Gordon Hotel, 16th Street H.W. where SR/hOB had reserved 
rooms for agent and his wife. After agent and his family were finally settled In 
the hotel they were instructed not to leave their hotel room at any timo. Case 
officer then went to meet the Sft/OOB ease officer who was to take over Grallsploo

l.Q ^briefed the new ease officer. On 6 February r* 
family several times to make sure they were getting along all 
his family had bean permitted to go cut of their hotel for short walks in the 
mediate vicinity and to get their meals. Than on 7 February about 1200 hours 
oass officer and the new SR/DOB case officer met GrallspdLoe 1 and family. The 
five went to lunch and then a short drive so that the new case officer 
acquainted with his new charge. When the five returned to the Gordon, (_^ _J 
took leave of Gr allspice 1 and family and turned them over completely to the new 
esse officer. On 9 February^ “3 ! *®®k * HATS flight back to Frankfurt and 
then by train to Salzburg arriving there on 11 February 1954. 



CASE OFFICER COMMENTS 

16, In summing up the past year's association with Grallspice 1, case 
officer wishes to review several observations concerning agent which may pos- 
sibly be of use to case officer's handling him in the future i Grallspice 1 is 
not the "snook" type agent, but on the contrary he possesses a vary find degree 
of intelligence, common sense, and objectivity. He constantly strives to iis- 
prows his mind, keeps up to date with current affairs and does not idle away hi* 
time (except where the opposite sex is involved and then it may not bo just to 
say that this is idling away time). Grallspice 1 has the very distinct qualifi- 
cation of being able to handle himself in almost any type of situation and of 
" kn ow in g his way around". He oartainly is not one to ait at homo waiting for do- 
tailed instructions or guidance from his superiors. He has plenty of initiative 
and drive. Perhaps the greatest testimony to his qualities as an intelligence 
operative is the fact that he kss spotted and approached by another 13 organisa- 
tion, This reverts to the tradecraft axiom that if a person looks exceptionally 
good to you as an IS operative he probably looks just as good to other 13 organi- 
sations, As pointed out before (CR 4 June 53 )» Grallspice 1 is not a person to 
lie directly. Instead he merely neglects to tell the whole story (re his episode 
crossing the Austro-German border). 



17, The main disadvantage to Grallspice 1 is that he is a control problem. 
He is a very activs personality and definitely not one to sit around twiddling 
his thumbs. He likes to get out and circulate. His accidentally running into 
the suspected RIS agent last winter and the K0ES3LER affair certainly could not 
be blamed on him. His affair with the 16 year old girl, however, wae something 
that perhaps could have been avoided had agent discreetly overcome his affinity 
for teen-age misses. But all in ay., it seems almost remarkable that such an 
♦stive, energetic and inquisiwBs ^^n^k^G^lillspice 1 did not get into mors 
ssrapss than he did during his^afy^ g^o|rn frn Salzburg. It would therefor* 
bo quite wrong to expect a perbbn like G*allbpide 1 to sit quietly doing nothing 
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j^li<fhally quit* wall disciplined and 
if a nead should exist in a specific t he oould and probably would sit quietl; 
far a period af tine. However the ease in Salsburg, where it lasted almost one 
year and whore tha Vienna operation seamed so distant to him was not one whore 
Orallspiee 1 oould have been expested to sit quietly for so long. Hence, it ia 
quite judicious that agent be kept busy and that, when need be, he bo given very 
detailed "do's" and "danf.ts" and that a periodic check is made to see that he is 
observing these do's and don'ts. In general, a pretty close watch has to be kepi 
on agont lest he wander off on his own* 

IB, As mentioned in paragraph one above agent seems to possess a very aapl* 
supply of operational savvy, Hs knows his way around, seems quite capable of hoi 
ling himself, ie certainly no introvert, and seems to have the ability to blend 
to almost any stratum of society. This Ur, of course, a moot desirable asset in 
an intelligence operative since all too often the average agent is quite incline* 
to do nothing unless goaded into it or lad by the hand. Although ease officer r< 
solved the Impression during his briefing and debriefing at Headquarters that thi 
tentative plan was to dispose of agent after about six months time, oaso officer 
wishes to euggeot that every consideration vis-a-vis agent's operational talent i 
possible long range use be made before releasing Orallspiee 1, Even though ho it 
pretty much a control problem his operational talent would probably offset this 
disadvantage. Concerning Orallspiee l's future with KUBAHK, it would' seem most 
profitable then to follow some plan whereby Orallspiee 1, after one year or so ii 
the States whore he could get adjusted to his new citizenship, would bo sent baol 
overseas in some type of oontraot agent slot. Sven though he is a dutiful hus- 
band and father and aeons most concerned about his family, he does mot at all 
fool that ho has to be physically located with them. He would, in fact, be per- 
fectly happy to live outside the U.S. without his family while engaged in some tj 
of IS work for the Americans. As long as his family is being taken care of he ii 
satisfied and doesn't seam to care if he is away from them. If it would not be 
possible for KUBARK to maintain Orallspiee 1, it might be feasible to turn him 
over to sons other U.S. government agencies like 0D1HVT who might be able to use 
such a "snooper" as Orallspiee 1, 
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
